Bright and Cheerful. 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—The feeling. of 
anxiety which prevailed yesterday at the 
White House and throughout the city—had 
disappeared this morning. There is no bet- 
ter barometer to indizate the President’s 
condition than the ways of those at the White 
House and the general air that 
place wears. By them the 
the eye can tell at once whether things are 
favorable or unfavorable without asking a 
question. This morning eyerybody was 
brigbt and cheerful—a reflex from _ the 
sick-room and the opimions of the 
doctors. Nobody was gloomy and 
nobody wore the anxious look of y¥ester- 
day. The happy change had its ef- 
very little 
inguiry astothe President’s condition, and 
once morethe doctors came from the sick 
room without being seized on by twenty or 
more §people who have _ been waiting for 
just such an opportunity to hear from the 
sick bed. Drs. Reyburn and Bliss were with 
the President al] last night. They took little 
naps, as the President slept soundly. 

Dr. Bliss said this morning as he came out 
ofthe sick room that everything began to 
look bright again. When asked about the 
appearance of the wound when dressed this 
morning, he] said that there had been 
a ysood discharge, what he called 
an unusual discharge, of pus, 
The fiow had not been as great as nefore the 
pus-cavity was formed, and the matter col- 
lected for twenty-four hours was then drawn 
off, the only discharge, meantime, being a 
smal] continuous flow. The discharge this 
morning, Dr. Bliss said, though 
not large, was satisfactery and 
healtby.

Livery Stables Burned. 
CHETOPA, KAs., July 25.—A fire broke out 
inan outshed of the livery stable of T. R. 
Cannon this afternoon at about 4:30 o’clock, 
and in spite of all the efforts of the hundreds 
of men who were on the spot, in afew min- 
utes the whole stable was consumed. The 


beat from the burning building, added 
to the already heated condition 
of the atmosphere, was so intense that hardly 
anything could be done toward putting out 
the fire or tearing down the burning sheds, 
The stock and the buggies were al! saved. 
How tbe fire originated is not known. The 
National Hotel on the opposite side of the 
street was only saved by throwing a continual 
stream of water on the roof from the oppo- 
site side. The hotel was considerably 
damaged, but the damage ix covered by in- 
surance. No insurance whatever on the 
livery stable. If the hotel had burned— 
and at one time it seemed there 
was no hopes for it—:i anmber of 
other buildings would bave burnt also. Mr. 
Cannon in jumping from the platform of the 
stairway sprained both of his ankles severel,, 
so that he is not able to walk; but the injury 
fe not considered serious.

LONDON, July 25.—A Liverpool correspon- 
dent of the telegraph says: The police believe 
the story about the discovery of infernal ma- 
chines in barrels purporting to contain ce- 
ment from America is a hoax. Another 
correspondent says the information about 
clock-work dynamite infernal machines re- 
ceived by steamer from America is correct, 
but the authorities are reticent. 

WAS IT A HOAX? 

LONDON, July 55.—Thereis great excite- 
ment here over an alleged discovery of infer- 
nal machines at Liverpool on the steamer 
Malta. The authorities of Liverpool disclaim 
any knowledge of the discovery.The majority 
of the papers regard the reportas authentic 
and discuss the matter editorially. They say 
the originators of the scheme are undoubt- 
edly encouraged by the bloodthirsty utter- 
ances of the frish American press. There 
will be no safety untif’ O’Donovan Rossa 
is suppressed. No suspicion is attached 
to the Cunard or Leland companies, but 
action is demanded whereby an end may be 
put to future operations of this kind. 

DEAN STANLEY’S FUNERAL. 

LONDON, July 25.—Although 8 o’clock this 
afternoon was the time announced for the 
opening of Westminster Abbey for the fu- 
neral of Dean Stanley, the crowd began to 
assemble at noon, and by 2 o’clock fully twice 
as Many persons assembled as could possibly 
be accommodated. The Prince of Wales was 
present, and other members of the royal 
family were specially represented.

LONDON, July 25.—A Quettah dispatch to 
the Times says that Ayoob Khan sent a mes- 
sage to Ameer Abdurrhaman’s. camp, invit- 
ing negotiations. A prominent chief and ar- 
dent partisan of the Ameer met Ayoob 
Khban’s envoy half way between the camps to 
discuss the terms of peace. The Ameer re- 
turned a spirited reply that he could listen 
to no propositions except at Herat, and 
ordered his Generals to advance immediately 
and attack the enemy.

Danger of Ducling in France. 
From the New Lork Tribune. 

A brief cable dispatch recently announced 
that M. Asselin, who killed M. de St. Victor 
ina duel which grew outof a dispute as to 
the right of shooting over a piece of property, 
had been sentenced to four months’ impris- 
onment and to pay 100,000 francs to the family 
ofbis victim. The trial was largely attended 
and peculiarly interesting from the circum- 
stances that it was conducted in the onls 
civilized country where dueling is still up- 
held by anv considerable number of intelli- 
gent people. Thespeech for the prosecution 
of Maitre Carraby was a touching appeal to 
the jury on behalf of M. de St. Victor’s family. 
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the defendant, and was not sparing of bitter 
com on his conduct on the field, ac- 
cusing of killing bis adversary by means 
of a foul thrust. The night si ‘com- 
meneed at 9 o’clock with the address of Maitre 
Lachaud on behalf of M. Asselin. The cele- 
brated advocate displayed his usual ability in 
emphasizing all the points in his client’s 
favor. To the jury, composed of small 
farmers, he held up the defendant as.a bon 

arcon, fond of the chase, and an inveterate 
destroyer of wild boars, the farmer’s worst 
enemy. While regretting the fatal issue of 
the encounter, Maitre Lachaud maintained 
that the duel had been fought according to 
the established rules of combat, and that to 
punish the survivor would be at once unjust 
und ridiculous. The speech lasted until far 
into the night, and the case was not ended 
until half-past 4 in the morning.

Their True Inwarduess Explained by 
One Who Has Travelled.

Every summer brings its exodus, and at 
present every day sees the victims with their 
trunks, gripsacks§ and linen dusters crowding 
the trains for all directions. Each resort, 
whether seaside, Mountain, country town, or 
forest, bas its special yotaries. The man who 
has a pleasant city home, with ali the modern 
conveniences, hot and cold baths, mosquito 
bars, a comfortable library and smoking 
room, ijuxurious beds, the best food the 
market affords. and excellent opportunities 
for taking healthfulexercise without trouble, 
betakes himself, perhaps, to the woods of 
Maine or New York. He sleeps, ortries to 
sleep, on a rough bed of hemlock boughs, 
crawled over by bugs and snakes, bitten by 
flies and mosquitoes against whose pewers of 
penetration a rubber blanket is of no ac- 
count. He liveson ham and bacon cooked by 
handg that he prefers not to look at, breaks 
bis teeth on indigestible biscuit,works harder 
than any day laborer at home in pulling or 
carrying a boat, now and then catches a trout 
or bullhead, and in general leads the life of an 
unregenerated savage, without the savage’s 
taste or capacity of enjoyingit, an. tries to 
convince himself that be is havingan immense 
amount of solid pleasure. 

Or he hies him to a mountain and takesa 
room ata hotel; is oppressed by heat at day, 
und by cold at night; through the thin parti- 
tion of bis room listens to the ceugh of the 
consumptive or the sneeze of the hay- 
feverish; foolishly climbs to a mountain peak, 
thereby causing palpitation of the heart, 
and finds what view there may be obstructed 
by perpetual fog. 

Or perhaps he wanders by the seaside; fills 
his shoes with sand, and his lungs with pure 
salt water while bathing; comes out sticky 
with salt and longing for his own bath-tub; 
pays four prices, besides feeing the waiter, 
ior fish and meat brought from the city mar- 
ket; has his nerves racked by a brass band, 
or, When he fancies he may sleep, is agonized 
by the party on the piazza torturing the night 
air withthe strains of the “‘sweet By and 
By’’ and **All On Account of Eliza.’’ 


Or he goes to the quiet home in the country 
town; plays croquet, sleeps in a feather-bed, 
interviews mosquitoes and other insects, gets 
to sleep after midnight, and is roused before 
daylight by the barnyard chorus; is permit- 
ted to make his toilet with a teacupful of hard 
water; spoils his digestive apparatus with 
unaccustomed food, and at last returns to his 
city home needing a month’s doctoring before 
he resumes his nurmal condition and is ready 
for work. 

It is well that the great majority who con- 
stitute the “‘stay-at-nomes,”’’ or **can’t-get- 
aways,” are able to get some such glimpse of 
the experience of thuse who persist in seek- 
ing pleasure at a distance. It has a tendency 
to make them take a more phiiosophical view 
of life, and to understand that for those who 
have the mind to make the best of the inevi- 
table there are comforts and enjoyments at 
home which must be left behind by those who 
go pleasure-seeking elsewhere. 


The French at Tonquin. 
From the New \Lork Herald. 

The Tonquin expedition is likely to attract 
much attention, and the persistence with 
which, in spite of vicissitudes at home, 
France is turning ber thoughts inthe direc- 
tion of an establishment in the East, will 
hardly failto be marked. ‘The expedition 
which she is now projecting has for its aim 
the opening of the proper highway to the 
large and wealthy provinces of Western 
China. In 1875 a French merecbant named 
Dupuis succeeded in ascending the Sang-koi 
River, which flows into the Guif of Tonquin, 
tou point within the Yunnan boundary. He 
showed that it was perfectiy navigable, and 
that the only obstacles to traversing it were 
caused by the disturbed state of the country 
onits banks. The possession of one side of 
this important highway is evidently, and 
perbaps paturally, eagerly desired by the co- 
lonial officials at Saigon, and M. Dupuis and 
hie friends have succeeded in directing suf- 
ficient attention toit among Frenchmen at 
bome to make some attempt to gain it highly 
probable. The government, however, dis- 
countenanced the scheme, They desire not 
annexation, but predominating iniluence, and 
they have good reasons for deprecating the 
adoption of a policy Which would make their 
frontier march with that of China. The 
schoolin France which cries unceasinely for 
the annexation of Tunis is not less urgent 
for the annexation of Tonquin. 
Although the object of the new 
expedition is limited to the opening 
up the Red River to French trade and the 
suppression of piracy, Frenchmen talk of 
realizing the dream of Dupnis and giving to 
France a colonial empire with thirty or forty 
million subjects. They rece!l with regretful 
admiration the exploits of M. Garnier, who 
in 1875, with only 180 men, captured the cit- 
adel of Hannoi and with two colleagues prac- 
tically annexed the province of Tonquin. M. 
Geruiee and his officers were assassinated, but 
his successor had almost secured the cession 
of Tonquin when the arrival of a new Goy- 
ernor, M. Philastre, ledto a reversal of the 
forward policy, and France contented herself 
with a treaty, signed the 15th of March, 1874, 
which recognized her sovereignty over the six 
provinces of Lower Cochin China and estab- 
lished a sort of protectorate over Annam. 


The Next Transit of Venus. 
Fromthe New York Evening lost. 


The next transit of Venus over the sun’s 
surface will occur on the 6th day of Decem- 
ber, 1882, the last one having occurred on 
December, 1874. At that time extensive 
preparations had been made all over the 
world, and expeditions were sentto the most 
distant parts of Africa and America in order 
to test fully the improved instruments which 
the ingenuity of modern scientists 
have devised. On this account 
the transit of the coming vear is 
doubly important, first, because all questions 
Which the application of new instruments 
rave rise to ali miscaleulations or individual 
differences of observation amonethe astron- 
omers Who took part will be verified and set 
at rest: and, secondly, because another trans- 
it of the kind will not take place for a period 
of one hundred and twenty vears, when the 
most incipient astronomers of our day will 
have been forgotten. The question which is 
stilileftin doubt, and which the transit of 
IXS2 can go fartoward settling, is the exact 
distance from the sun to the earth—an uncer- 
tainty which at present hinders all exact eal- 
culations concerning the magnitude of the 
Whole solar system. The tirst transits of Venus 
which were observed where those of 1631 and 
oo, neither of Which contributed anvthing 
to science. Thatoft 761, the nextin order, 
cave no Valuable date, and fits successor o 
16%, although ft elicited much serious at- 
tention, left the precise value of the parallex 
in doubt even at the time of the last observa- 
tions on December, ISv4. Then the event 
attracted universal attention, scientific olser- 
Vations Were nade at Various points as far 
North and South as possible, and many valu- 
able data were coliceted, which awaits the 
only positive proofthat can be given them 
during this or the coming century. For the 
following year still more extensive prepara- 
tions are making, and there is every prospect 
how that the scientitic results then to be ob- 
tained will settle all matters now in dispute 
ordoubt.

SOUTHERN NEGROES. 


Their Religious Orgies and_ Their 
Morals Considered—A Bad Lot. 
Murfreesboro (N. C.) Cor. Buffalo Courier. 


Religious excitement appears, in the emo- 
tional breast of the negro, to create lascivi- 
ousness to an excessive degree; to excite au 
ungovernable appetite for other people’s 
chickens; to make the negroes more worth- 
less as luborers and servants, and to demoral- 
ize them in every respect. Their nature seems 
susceptible to no deeper sentiment than 
momentary external emotion, and their re- 
ligious services develop into the wildest or- 
vies conceivable. I could take the reader al- 
most any night to witness scenes of this 
kind, which would cause him to imagine 
that he were in the very wilds of Africa, 
witnessing the heathenish orgies’ of 
its most barbaric tribes. Everything in their 
conduct. when collected together, free from 
the restraining influence of the presence of 
white people, shows their natural and uncon- 
trolable tendency to relapse into the cus- 
toms of. barbarism. Take those who have re- 
ceived alife-long training as house servants, 
under the daily influence of the example of 
the most cultivated white people, from whom 
they bave received as good an education as 
the average of the same relative class in New 
England. Well,I have followed such negroes to 
theircburches. They take their places, at first 
observing a dignified demeanor. The black 
preacher launcbesoutinto a wild harangue 
of disconnected sentences, the chief result of 
which is a regular rotation of cising and fall- 
ing iptonations, to which the audience soon 
begin to keep time by swinging backward and 
forward in their seats,giving vent to frequent 
ejaculatory and crooning sounds, increasing 
in ferveney, until at the close of the sermoa 
they break out into one of their wild songs. 
Then a sister, overcome by her feelings, 
springs into the aisle and strikes into the 
wildest kind of a break-down 
dance, keeping perfect time witn 
the measure of the song. Another and 
another join her, until nearly or quite all in 
the house appear equally intent on jumping 
through the floor or out of their clofhes. Our 
dignified, educated, refined colored ladies and 
gentlemen bave forgotten everything 
but that they are **niggers’’ 
and once more in their natural 
element. They plunge into these wild orgies 
with a vim like that of the wild bird which 
has been restrained by the hand of man, until 
it seems tame through a tacit submission of 
its nature to circumstances, but ,having been 
turned loose with its roving companions and 
feeling the freedom of its natural element, it 
becomes the same wild, untamed bird of yore. 
This is not in the slightest degree an over- 
drawn picture of an average religious gather- 
ing among the negroes of the South. 


These excesses are kept up until midnight, 
or far later, every night, for weeks at a time, 
and at many of their churches during almost 
the entire vear. People cannot work anid 
carry op such excesses. Many of them do 
not pretend to and spend the remainder of 
the night in stealing from white people 
enough toeatthe nextday. Religion with 
them does not seem toinvolve any question 
of right and wrong, good or evil. It seems to 
be considered aninstitution through which 
everything is to be made to subserve to their 
pleasures and desires. By the way, the 
soung of their wild excesses comes distinctly 
to me as I write at 11:30 p. m. from a chureh 
afourth of amile distant. JTetty thieving 
from white people is not considered by them 
as out of the way, but simply as a means of 
so much clear gain. And I assert that, taken 
collectively, there is not one negro in five 
hundred in the South who will not steal 
whenever the opportunity presents itself. It 
is necessary to keep everything which they 
would be likely to covet locked from your 
servant, day and night. The house- 
keeper needs to keep all the provisions con- 
stantly under lock and key and to give out 
the necessary ingredients for each meal to 
the cook only when the proper time for that 
meal approaches. Every room in the house 
must be locked if unoccupied for a half hour, 
and the key kept about the housekeeper’s 
person. Thus every housekeeper either has 
a basket full of keys in her hand or a large 
bunch dangling from her belt, wherever she 
goes. The darkies have the inside of their 
clothing provided with Jarge pockets, for the 
reception of any loose article upon which they 
can lay their hands. The cook, while making 
bread from the flour dealt out for the mealin 
preparation, will roll up wads of 
dough and put them in her 
pocket until she has a chance to 
slip them to some friend, or sbe will purloin 
the slices of meat dealt out for dinner, or 
anything under heaven that is portable. ' this 
is the almost universal condition of things. 
Of the hundreds of servants who have served 
me during my journeyings, there have been 
but two whom I could leave in charge of my 
room without carefully locking everything 
up,and even in spite of the greatest precautions 
most of them managed to pilfer something. 
As to their morality, it is a fact too patent to 
escape the least observing that virtue 1s almost 
unknown among the women, and the propor- 
tionjof mothers among the unmarried is almost 
as great as among the married. Those who un- 
derstood this were prepared for the large per- 
centage of increase of the population of the 
Southern States, as shown by the recent cen- 
sus. Their moral sensibilities appear to of- 
fer no restraint whatever, in the church or 
outside of it, to wrongdoing. In fact the 
caurch members, as a rule, are the least use- 
ful citizens among them. Did space admit, 
I could cite a thousand incidents to prove 
these assertions that have come under my 
personal observation, and, should 1t become 
necessary, IT am prepared to fully sustain 
every point takenin the discussion of this 
quertion.

Although science has declared that 
small-pox would have decimated mankind 
years ago but forthe fortunate discovery of 
Dr. JENNER, thousands of people are found 
to declare that the diseases which are pro- 
pagated by vaccine are more _ terrible 
than the scourge of small-pox. In New 
York City a man named FREDERICK 
FISHER has just brought suit against 
the municipality for 5,000 damages, al- 
leging that his child, aged eleven months, 
died of blood poisoning, consequent upon 
vaccination by an assistant city physician. 
The President of the Board of Health says 
there can be no doubt of the city’s liability if 
the facts are as FISHER states them; but as 
the city physicians never use virus taken 
from human subjects it will be extremely 
difficult to prove blood poisoning against 
them. Only one claim of the kind has been 
made before in six years, though over 400,000 
persons have been vaccinated, and in that 
case the matter went to trial and the plantiff 
failed to convince the jury that he had a good 
cause of action. If Mr. FISHER gains his 
case the enemies of vaccination will be greatly 
lifted up and encouraged.

The higher court affirmed the 
judgment for damages, at the same time re- 
marking: “It would be shocking to our 
sense of right, justice and propriety to doubt 
even that for such an act the law would afford 
anample remedy. To the plaintiff the occa- 
sion Was a most sacred one, and no one had a 
right tointrude unless invited or because of 
some real and pressing necessity, which it is 
not pretended existed in this case.”’

THE GAMBLING WAR. 


Pate Poses in the Role of a Martyr 
Who is Persecuted. 


He is Specially Bitter Upon Mr. Cup- 
ples and Gov. Johnsoa—What 
the Vice-President of the 
Police Board Says. 


A source of prolific discussion is the recent 
action of the Board of Police Commissioners 
toward the gamblers. The interest in the 
prospective prosecutions has become general. 
A Post-DisPpaTcH reporter met Mr. 
oe Pate this morning on 
his return from Chicago, and 
asked him what he had to say of the sudden 
action of the Board of Police Commissioners. 


Mr. Pate replied: “I know nothing of the 


action of the board, but it Samuel Cupples 
constitutes the board then I know all about 
it. Cupples and Johnson have colluded to- 
gether tocrush me. Cupples was not warm 
in his seat as Commissioner when he com- 
menced raiding me, and said he wanted me 
prosecuted especially. When the anti- 
gambling law was passed, Johnson 
went to him and begged of him, 
as Vice-President, to employ him (Johnson) 
to prosecute me. Cupples, Johnson says, 
consented todo so. Why he refdsed to com- 
ply with his promise I don’t know. I think, 
as a Christian, Cupples is: considerable of a 
hypocrite. He says he would not suppress 
gambling if he had the power to do so, yet he 
is continually after me. He has even rebuk- 
ed ofticers for coming into my place on busi- 
ness. Why he has taken such a dislike to 


me I cannotimagine. Heconceived an idea 
that Captain Daily, the Irish captain of the 
district, was helping mein politics. He in- 
troduced a resolution in the board request- 
ing Daily to resign. When asked his objec- 
tion to that officer he said that Daily wasa 
Catholie and unfit for the place. The resolu- 
tion, I understand, was passed, but why 
Daily did not resign I am_ unable to say. 
I understand that Capt. Kennet will have 
cases made against me in a short time. 
I wiil take depositions and may then be able 
to learn the true cause of Cupples snd others, 
persecution of me. In all or — all the 
late newspaper articles, the information was 
imposed on editors and reporters by Johnson, 
Jobnson is not satisfied with manipulating 
the late Legislature for his own selfish pur- 
poses, but bas been working on different 
members of the Police Board and others,and, 
not satisfied with that,1s apportioning the 
heads and reporters of different newspapers, 
and of course gives such information or such 
matter as suits Johnson, and all this not- 
withstanding his letter to Cupples washing 
his hands with the persecution or defense of 
the gamblers.

A Confirmed Opium-Eater Only Eight 
Months Old. 


What pbysicans consider a singular case is 
in course of treatment at the American Med- 
ical College. The patient’s name is Master 
Hytie. He lives out on Sheridan avenue. 
He is a confirmed opium-eater. His 
age is eight months and three days’ 
The child was brought to the clinic last 


week by hismother. She stated that he had 
been restless, and that she had discovered 
that Mrs. Winslow’s Soothing Syrup wouid 
keep him nice and quiet. She rejoicedin the 
discovery and kept up the dose. Soon the 
child became almostan opium maniac. He 
refuses all sorts of food, is badly constipated, 
and can digest nothing.

‘‘This not such an uncommon case,” said 
Dr. Merrell, who was in charge of the hos- 
pital this morning when the reporter called. 
*‘Of course they are seldom as bad as this. 
but the basis of wes all these soothing 
syrups is opium, and therest and quiet they 
bring toachild is the result of a thorough 
drugging. We meet with them often, and a 
great many deaths among children which are 
reported as being due to other causes are 
the result of opium and nothing else.” 

**W hat forms of death are of this class?’’ 

**Well, take any mortality list, look among 
children’s deaths, and you will 
see ‘convulsions, convulsions, convulsions’ 
almost one-third the way through. 
They ought to scratch all that out and write 
‘opium, opium, opium’ instead. Of course 
the child actually died of convulsions, but 
opium brought on the convulsions and was 
probably the sole cause of them. It would 
astonish you to know the num- 
ber of hysicians, many of them 
men who ought to know better,who prescribe 
opium in some form in children’s cases. In 
most instances it is a murderous act.’’ 

Master Hytie is progressing favorably, and 
the chances are that he may live 
to read what De uincey thought of 
a bahit which the latter neyer thought 
would take root at so early an age.

To make it 
clearer, the number 100 represents in some 
cases, and is always so stated in the circu- 
lars sent, as a comparrison with acreage or 
crop of the preceeding year, in others such 
as the condition of the crops it represents a 
full crop uninjured by bad weather, insects 
or other extraordinary causes. Thus a crop 
that is below an average yield is returned at 
the per cent supposed to represent the injury, 
100 always representing a full yield.

SUMMER IDLINGS. 


On Lake Winnepiseogee—Fine Scenery 
—A Kentucky Clergyman. 


Special Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 
STEAMER MOUNT WASHINGTON, LAKE 
WINNEPISEOGEE, N. H., July 19, 1881.— 
Just before leaving our farm houseinn to- 
day I received a letter with a very foreign 
postmark from one of the traveling Tourjeans 
who are doing Europe this summer. Such 
unqualified delight and satisfaction breathed 
in every line of the glowing epistle, such un- 
bounded enthusiasm in regard to everything 
—the party, the tour, the accommodations 
agd the energetic, go-ahead active director 
himself—that for an hour or twoI was quite 
miserably discontented and nearly persuaded 
myself that it was Gtterly useless to attempt 


to enjoy one’s self or to see anything worth. 


seeing on this side of the AtJantic. 
But philosophically concluding that 
this feeling arose largely from 


baving been shut upfrom the world in a 
farmhouse for a fortnight, the resolution 
seized me totakea dayon the great New 
Hampshire lake, and see how it compares 
with those of Seotland, Switzerland and Italy, 
from which I wrote you last summer. So, 
with the pretty daughter of our host for com- 
pany, I started out this morning, and here I 
am, tablet onlap, writing to you from the 
deck of a steamer which is modeled so simi- 
larly to some of those on the European lakes 
justnamed,and surrounded by a scenery so 
similarto that which incompasses many of 
them, that I could easily deceive myself into 
the beliefthatthe oceanrolls between meand 
home, were it not that the people all around 
me are so distinctively American. To be sure, 
this is much less satisfactorv asa ‘‘sight.”? a 
novelty, than are the lakes of 
Europe, but why a summer can- 
not be as pleasantly and profitably spent on 
the shore of the Winnepiseogee as on those 

of Como or Lucerne I can not see, so far as 
health and general enjoyment are concerned. 
I can understand the pleasure of making fiv- 

ing trips to Europe as frequently as possible, 
but how one can care to remain there for 
years, orevento vegetate there for months, 
without the inspiration of continual travel, I 

am unable to see. 

This is my first day on Lake Winnepiseo- 
gee, though I am familiar with all other 
parts of the Granite State. But that I have 
never before been hereis not strange, when 
compared with the fact that my voung com- 
punion, who has lived her entire score of 
years within adozen miles of the lake, was 
never before on its waters. So much 
do people realize what is about them. 
Now,I seldom bore you with statistics, but 
supposing I give you a few which Captain 
Wiggin, the genial commander of this 
elegant lake stcamer, gave me 
just now. The lake is twenty-five 
miles long, varying in width from one to sev- 
en miles. Itis 500 feet above the level of the 
sea and contains nearly 300 islands. The wa- 
ter area is about 70 square miles. So you see 
it contains really quite a lake. 

Being at the commencement of the moun- 
tain region the lake is entirely surrounded 
by hills, which, inthe far western distance 
loom up grandiv, yet mistily, some of 
the principal peaks of the White Mountains 
themselves. AS We were steaming up the 
lake this morning on the Lady ofthe Lake,a 
smaller but safe and comfortable steamer 
which is on the Boston, Concord and Mon- 
treal route, asthe Mount Washington is on 
the Boston and Maine, we were just able to 
see the shadowy, cloudy outline of Mount 
Washington itself, distant forty miles by an 
air-line. Onaclear day it 18 said that the 
Tip-Top House can be plainly seen from the 
lake. 

They point out no wonderful monstrosities 
among the surrounding hills here, as on the 
Scottish Lomond—if I remember rightly—they 
will show you amountain which they declare 
resembles a shoemaker bent over his work, 
but whicb resemblance you can’t for thelife 
of you make out. Butin the absence of such 
natural evriosities there is nutural beauty 
enough to satisfy the most ardent lover of the 
beautifulin nature. 

“I’ve never been across water,’ said the 
chatty pilot of the up-steamer this morning, 
‘“‘butthey who have do tell me it can’t be 
beat!” and be looked around with pride on 
the shores of the lake, near which he was 
born, on Which his boyhood days were spent, 
and to which he always comes back when 
navigation opens inthe spring, no matter 
from What far western distance, nor how 
strong his resolution to remain away. 

The waters of the lake itself are 
wonderfully clear and transparent, revealing 
its fishy depths tothe curious gazeand spark- 
ling and foaming with dancing white caps 
where wind and sun combine to bring 
out its latent loveliness. Alton Bav is 
the most southern point of the lake, 
but we took the steamer at Wolfboro’ 
this morning. Wolfboro’ itself is an old fav- 
orite with lovers of the Winnepiseogee (what 
abother it is tospell that word!), andthe 
short call which we were able to make at the 
Glendon House convinced me that it is a de- 
ligbtful stopping place, and that 1 want to vo 
there again When my stay will not be limited 
to minutes. 

A lively sail up the lake and among the is- 
lands brought us to the Weirs, a very pleas- 
aut place which is rapidly growing into popu- 
larity, and where the trains of the B.C. & M. 
Rvad make a connection with the boat. Tie 
pretty cottages of a caimp-ground are among 
the attractions here and there are buildings 
which are occupied every summer by the 
Grand Army and for musters, ete., which, 
with a couple of hote’s. constitute the ac- 
commodations for visitors. 

Leaving the Weirs we steamed on to Cen- 
tre Harbor atthe head of the lake, the most 
charming spot of the whole shore to my 
mind, though in tbe popula. mind it is rival- 
ed considerably by Wolfhboro’. Centre Har- 
bor is a lovely spot indeed, and .the Senter 
House is so pleasantly located and so finely 
managed that Llonged to make a real genuine 
stop here instead of a mere hour’s stay inthe 
dining room, where we disposed of a first- 
class dinner in an uncowfortably short space 
of time inordertoget out fora glimpse at 
the surroundings. The stage was waiting to 
take passsengers to West Ossipee, or even 
quite to North Conway, on the route 
to the White Mountains, and I resolved 
that my next trip to the mountains shall 
certaidly be made by this very route, by 
which the lake steamer and the stage will 
break the monotony ofthe rail journev and 
thus resemble more nearly the diversified 
picasure of travel in the mountain regions of 
Switzerland. 

Leaving Centre Harbor by the ‘*Mount 
Washington’? we have hada charming trip, 
meeting friends among the puassenzers— 
among Whom is Mr. Wardwell, whom Swamp 
Scott visitors will remember as the former 
proprietor of the Ocean House, and whois 
now rupning the Isiand Home Hotel, a pleas- 
ant houre finely situated on high land on 
Long Isisnd which we have just passed. 

[lf leet backin season I am going to a 
country dance to-night—a regular ‘‘break 
down’’—as it was described to me by the 
youthful farmer and his charming sister from 
whom came my invitation. If there is any- 
thing p-rticularly out of the ordinary about 
the afiair you shall have it in my next,which 
Willnot, however, be written from the re- 
mote fur bonse where I a: now stopping. 

One of the curiosities of the place is a cen- 
tenarinn,l0c years dd, who is much “‘sprver’? 
thaw bervouthful son of 7%, and who is alto- 
gether a very sweet old man. 

The principal excitement of the place is the 
weekly meeting of the Temperance Cinb, a 
not very exciting affair ,whichis held in an 
ancient little red school house.

New York Proposes to Send It 
Home to 8t. Louis. 


Wrs. Harris Declines to Converse on the 
Topic.

The following clipping is from the New 
York Sun of Friday last, anent the McGovern 


baby: 

The waif from St. Louis, Genevieve Fran- 
ces McGovern, is involved in a new complica- 
tion. The question that troubles the Com- 
missioners of Charities and Correction is: In 
the absence of the mother, who is legally re- 
spomsible for the care of the child? The 

reper course, when the Police Court 
Rischarged the mother and 
grandmother, was to have then put the child 
in 1ts mother’s arms and to have warned her 
that she would be rearrested if she abandon- 
ed it in the limits of Kings county, but 
Miss Susan Hynes, who had made a fruit- 
less errand from the West to New York to 
find John F. MeGovern, had awakened 
sympathy by her ill-health and her pleasing 
address, and there was no official eruel- 
hearted enough to apply the cold logic of the 
law to her. ie 2 

So the child was kept by the Citv Nurse, 

Mrs. Carroll, and the understanding between 
Miss Hynes and the Commissioners was that 
it should remaina candidate for adoption by 
some persons of respectability and good for- 
tune who could raise it up tenderly and with 
care. 
It is held by the Commissioners that it 1s 
not a legal charge upon Kings county, for its 
parents do not reside there, and the county 
cannot be puttothe expense of its rearing. 
Then, if not acounty charge, the question 
arises, isitaStatecharge? By law it becomes 
such a charge temporarily, and the Commis- 
sioners in Kings county will be allowed $2 50a 
week for its support as Jong as it remains un- 
der their care. It, however, cannot remain a 
State charge if its mother can be found in 
another State. The State Charity Commis- 
sioners, through the Secretary, Mr. Hoyt, will 
ascertain where the child properly betongs, 
and will send it by express orin care of an 
agent back to its mother in St. Louis, 

It is claimed that tne police acted without 
authority in what trey did in the case; that 
the abandoned child, instead of being sent te 
the Maternity in Concord street, should have 
been at once handed to the City Nerse, with 
a statement ofits history so far as the police 
knew it. The child the mext morning would 
have been delivered to the Charities Depart- 
ment. and the latter would have returned it 
to its mother if she cou!d be found, or prose- 
cuted its father for its Ae fata if she wisked, 
and if he could be found. The police, it is 
claimed, were over-oflicious in arresting the 
woman, and might be prosecuted. 

The Charities Commissioners will give the 
cbild for adoption to suitable persons, if such 
can be found, without further ado; but if not, 
the waif will be treated as achild of the 
State, and the State will set the machinery in 
motion necessary to get it back to Missouri. 

A PostT-DISPATCH reporter this merning 
went out to the Harris house, 2654 
Olive street, and after rinving, asked the 
woman who came to the deor if 
he could see Mrs. Harris. “No, you can’t!” 
sbe replied. 

“Then can I see Miss Sue Harris?” 

‘*No: you can’t see her either,” she an- 
swered with accumulated asperity. “What do 
you want tosee Mrs. Harris for’’’ 

‘*T want to show her this clipping from the 
New York Sun.” 

**Read it to me; I can’t see without my 
glasses,’”? and she sheltered herself behind the 
door. The reporter obeyed. As the reading 
continued the narrow crack in the door- 
way grew narrower and narrower, 
until when he looked up ali that was visible 
of the lady was a vertical section about two 
inches wide and five feet high.

The Circuit Court Prevents the 
Pigeon-Shoot,

Warfare Against the Sportsmen’s Club. 


A petition foran injunction was presented 
this morning in Circuit Court No.5, before 
the acting Judge, in behalf of Frederick W. 
Brockman, Augustus Solari, John J. Brod- 
erick and D. A. Clayton, residents of Grand 
avenue in the vicinity of the Base 
Ball Park. This is amovement 
antagonistic to an advertised  pigeon- 
shoot of the Sportsmen’s Clu. The 
petitioners allege that W. W. Judy is a mem- 
ber of the Sportsmen’s Cluband a director, 
and heis likewise engaged in the game busi- 
ness, the procuring of live birds for 
tournaments, etc. The resident manager is 
Edgar E. Cuthbert. The petitioners allege that 
and property are endangered 
in the neighborhood by the operation of such 
sport; that it isinjurious and to disturbing the 


residents of the locality, a puolic nuisance, 
‘sinasmuch that the birds shot at in such 


into the air alive and are fired upon 
as they fiy in different directions 
in the air, waa thatin consequence the dis- 
cbarge of firearms is attended with danger to 
tbhelives of the neighbors, their wive~ and 
children, at the hands of careless, reckless or 
unskilifui persons, and the continuous dis- 
charge is a source of annoyance, discomfort 
and terror to the women and children 
of the neighborhood. Itis further alleged 


that the birds are scattered around upon 
| roofs and gutters,and propertvin the vicinity 


suffers from such sport, and that the shoot is 
a Violation of an ordinance. The petitioners 
ray for an injunction to restrain such exhi- 
‘ition and sport, and more especially to stop 
the advertised shoot for Thursday. 

Mr. Foster, representing the club, said that 
the movement was a piece of spite-work. 
One of the petitioners, Solari, was alessee of 
the ground at one time, and he found such 
things no inconvenience then. The matter had 
been sprung upon the club hurriedly and 
it was evidently an effort to obtain snap 
judgment and prevent the shooting from 


able to give a good bond. The Mayor bad 
given a permit for the shootand the ordinance 
question cut no figure. Messrs. Haeussler 
and Bishop on the part of the petitioners 
were prepared to give a good bond to protect 
the club from any loss. They were anxious 
to have the matter determined on its merits. 

Mr. Buckmar said Mr. Haeussler 1s deter- 
mined to have the nuisance stoyped. The 
neighbors acted with him in good faith. They 
would take a firm stand and would test their 
legal rights now with the view of settling the 
matter once and forall. There was no ani- 
mus or|spite work about it. 

A legal skirmisa ensued upon the bond 
question and restraining order. The court 
was not anxious to gointo the merits of the 
case upon a hearing before Thursday, when 
the shoot is announeed to take place. Judge 
Thayer had intimated that no trials would 
be placed on the _ shoulders of the 
acting judge. He,Judge Thomas, was op- 
posed to bird-shooting; it Wasin anv casea 
violence of the moral laws even to shoot 
birds inthe woods. The petition showed 
that the restraining order was asked not to 
stop the operation oe le- 
gitimate business, but to restrain 
exhibition or operation, 
a so-called amusement, and it showed sufti- 
cientto warrant the court in granting it upon 
the petitioners presenting the approved bond 
for $0,000. The court couid not, of course, 
zo into the question of animus. No date for 


present. 

The decision somewhat surprised the prime 
movers inthe pigeon-shoot, and at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon, when the court sits again, an 
effort will be made to get the restraining order 
vacated. A great deal of feeling is manifested 
on both sides, and the conflict waxes warmer.
